Two new bulletins on "Labor Sav- j 
ing on Pennsylvania Poultry Farms" 
have Just been published by the 
Agricultural Experiment Station of 
P e n n s y l v a n i a 
State 
college. 
Bulletin 532 reports technical data 
from an extensive study of IO farms, 
while Bulletin 532-P Is a small, con­ 
densed, popular version of the same 
study. 
Installation of automatic watering 
systems was found to make greater 
savings of time than any of the 
other numerous changes studied. On 
each of the IO farms, procedure was 
measured for specific chores, with a 
detailed time and travel study on 
each. 
Then, 
after 
recommenced 
changes were made, time and travel 
were again measured to evaluate 
savings. Changes included installa­ 
tion of chutes for feed movement, 
removal of partitions.re-arranging of 
nests and feed boxes, and similar 
alterations. Farms studies included 
one-story, two.story.juid even three- 
story poultry buildings.
